Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., February 9.—(Special.j)—Af- 
ter a long ¢areer as a beggar. as a deaf 
mute and as a one-legged man, J. N. 
Youtse was arraigned in police court 
this morning and was “orced to confess 
that he was Shamming and swindling 
the public while the officers of the law 
have been on a long mission and have 
elmost been successful in their search 
for bank robbers in this state, in con- 
necting this man and Dayton, the prison- 
er held in Savannah with the cases at 
Forsyth, Grays Station and Scotland, Ga. 

The officers have : 
vinced that they have the men that 
warrants were sowrn out {in Forsyth fo- 
day and are here to be served upon 
Youtse as soon as he is relieved of the 
charge of disorderly conduct at the hos- 
pital. When he was prought before the 
bar in police court this morning he had 
pretended to be so deaf and dumb that 
the rattleof a dollar behind him when no 
one was present would not disturb him. 


But when Judge Nottingham asked him | 
if he wanted counsel. the persons in the! 


court room were surprised. 


Wanted a Good One. 


“Yes, judge, I want a lawyer and as 


good one,” he replied.

an attorney, and, going into a tin box 
in which he -carrfed his possessions, he 
drew out a roll of money to pay him 
for his services. He also had a 
sip on a Missouri bank for 
€900 and $!,.000. He had nearly $100 
in cash loose on his person. He had 
electro plates for printing cards to be 
used as a deaf and dumb beggar and 
had large straps, sai@ to have been 
used for bandaging a foot to appear as 
one-legged. 

Youtse’s attorney made a plea of in- 
sanity and his client was promptly tried 
on this charge, but after a lengthy in- 
vestigetion he was declared sane. He 
will be tried on the charge of disor- 
derly conduct and will be held for tne 
Forsyth authorities. 


He was a beggar on the streets here | 


for some time, and was well known by 
the detectives. A few days ago he was 
in Tivola and was then a beggar. 
was said to have burned his hands very 
badly in a fire while he was waiting for 
a Georgia Southern and Florida train 
near that point but the officers are con- 
vineed that the injuries are 
of dynamite explosions. For treatment 
he was sent to the Macon hospital. It 
will be remembered that. bicod was 
spattered about the floors in the Grays 
Station bank by the robbers who 4at- 
tempted to open the vault chere. This 
man and Dayton, who assaulted the turn- 
key in Savannah, are said to have sold 
pencils on the streets here as beggars.

cannot be said by whom Babe Dyer 
He is said to have been fired 
by Tim McBride. Sap Dyer 
seems to have been shot by James Mc- 
Gride and Tim McBride. Kearney was 
shot by Sap Dyer. 

Wallace Fretwell was attracted by the 
sound of the first few shots and by a 
bullet coming through his window. He 
describes what he saw as follows: 

Tim McBride was standing in the mid- 
dle of Buli and Bay streets, firing down 
Bull street and at Sap Dyer. who was 
at the southwest corner of the city hall. 
James McBride was standing at the en- 
trance of the city hall and firing at 
Sap Dyer and Babe Dyer.

and jumped behind a _ post. Detective 
Hewlett appeared, and presenting a pis- 
tol at Sap carried him across to 
the city hall. The two McBrides reload- 
ed their pistols after emptying. 

Rocks Against Bullets. 

Another witness stated Snatcher 
(Will) Dyer was at the southwest cor- 
ner of Bay lane and Bull street, firing 
in the direction of the city halk Babe 
Dyer wes on Bull street. opposite the 
custom house, and turowing rocks in the 
hall. Frank Na. 
gle ‘was shot in front of the 
Savannah Trust Company, probably by 
a bullet from the pistol of Sap lyer. 
Another witness who gaw the last part 
of the shooting describes James McBride, 
James Lane and Richard McKenna 
standing in the entrance of tne city hail.
